THE INDIAN REVOLT. 


The Rebel Tribesmen Ready to Sue 
for Peace. 

Simua, April 9.—[By the Cable and 
Associated Press.| A letter received 
from the leader of the Manipuris, who 
ordered the massacre of Chief Com- 
missioner Quinton and colleagues at 
Manipur, says: 

British troops attacked the palace and 
massacred my soldiers and killed women 
and children. In addition they threw 
women and children into burning houses and 
desecrated the temples. ‘Teerefore we 
killed Chief Commissiover Quinton’s party. 
i deeply regret the sad event which was 
wholly due to the rashness and indisretion 
of the British officers. 

A second letter has been received 
here saying that the surviving British 
subjects, with the exception of the 
clerk aud interpreter, were liberated 
before the demand made by the British 
government for their release bad been 
received. 

Lieut. Grant, who was in command 
of the small British force which cap- 
tured Fort Thabat, and Capt. Pres- 
grave,in command of troops sent to 
reinforce Lieut. Grant, one of whom 
was a British officer, reported to have 
been killed during furtherdisturbances 
and fighting near Manipur, are both 
said to be safe. 

- Advices are received here of success 
for the British forees near Manipur. 
Dispatches say that Manipuris made 
a fierce attack upon a slender force of 
Ghoorkas commanded by Lieut. 
Grant, which recently captured Fort 
Thabat, driving out an overwhelming 
force of Manipuris at the point of the 
bayonet, after playing sad havoc in 
their ranks by a _ well-directed rifle- 
fire. The loss of the tribesmen, in ad- 
dition to killing their leaders, was 
very heavy. The dispatch adds that 
much needed reinforcements have ar- 
rived at Fort Thabat. This, combined 
with Lieut. Grant’s victory, has so 
disheartened the Manipuris that they 
now announce that they are ready to 
recognize the authority of the British 
officials. Additional troops are now 
on the way to Manipur, where the 
massacre of the Ghoorkas and subse- 
quent fate of Quinton and his party 
will be thoroughly investigated. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 
Republican Rioters Making More 
Trouble in Gporto. 

Oporto, April 9.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.}] This city, recently 
the scene of a violent Republican out- 
break, was today disturbed by Re- 
publican rioters. The trouble arose 
through the arrest, during a fair, of 
several thieves who were mistaken by 
the crowd for Republican agitators. 
The soldiers were forced to charge on 
the mob, injuring many.

It May Make Half a Million 
of Men Idle, 


Labor Leaders Bound to Make the 
Fight for Eight Hours. 


Pennsylvania and Ohio Miners to Be 
Ordered Out, 


Quiet In the Coke Region—Arres?

Rioting _ Strikers a 
Few Days Ago.

Pitrspcron, April 9.—[{By “the As- 
sociated Press.| The interstate con- 
vention of miners and operators came 
to an inhbarmonious end suddenly this 
evening. After a fierce battle of words 
and opinions, further talk was declared 
profitiess, and an adjournment taken 
sine die.

Divoree Annulled. 


SENSATIONAL “ ALLEGATIONS 


The Parkins Trial Nearing the Closs. 
—Ridiculous Proceedings by 
a Magistrate—The Su- 
preme Court—Notes. 


A sensational suit was filed with the 
County Clerk yesterday, wherein Mrs. 
Marie M. La Pierce seeks to have the de- 
cree divorcing Armand La Pierce from her 
annulled on the ground that it was obtained 
by fraud. . 

Armand La Pierce is wellknown here. 
He has resided here for some four years, end 
wase for a time the steward of the Cali- 
fornia Club. He isa handsome man, and in 
April, 1890, was united in marriage to the 
widow of P. 8S. O’Reilly. After the mar- 
riage, Mr. and Mrs, La Pierce made a tour 
of Europeand then returned to this city. 
They are now |iving here. 

In her complaint the divorced wife sets 
up a very sensational state of facts. The 
document alleges that in September, 1883, 
she was united in marriage to Ls Pierce at 
Leadville, Colo., that August 21, 18838, La 
Pierce filed a petition in the Superior Court 
of this county asking for a divorce from her, 
alleging as the principal ground desertion. 
Tnis the plaintiff denies, claiming on the 
other hand that on January 5, 1884, La 
Pierce deserted her. 

The papers in the divorce suit, the plain- 
tiff claims, were never served upon her, but 
the officers of the cOurt and the court itseif 
were deceived by the plaintiff; that he pro- 
cured an order for the publication of sum- 
mons fraudulently and on a faise affidavit, 
the defendant claiming that she was last 
heard of at Gunnison, Col.; that at the time 
the said La Pierce knew that the plaintiff was 


at Leadville, as he had received ietters from 


her and had acknowledged their reception. 
That upou the strength of the order for pub- 
lication fraudulently obtained, the defend- 
ant obtained the decree of divorce, the 
plaintiff’s default being entered. 

Prior to her marriage with La Pierce, the 

laintiff asserts that her names was Marie 

. Thomvson; that after her marriage she 
loaned the defendant $2527, this leaving 
her with no other property excepta stock 
of millinery goods and some houses and 
lots ip Leadville; thatin December, 1583, 
the defendant claimed that it was necessary 
for hinmto leave Leadville about January, 
1884, owing to an intrigue he bad had with 
another girl which girl threatened to make 
him trouble. This being the case, Mr. La 
Pierce agreed to go somewhere else and 
make a pome where he could Jive with the 
plaintiff and not be bothered by the girl. 

Mr. La Pierce thereupon wentto ‘lexas, 
thence to Arizona, thence to Lilinois, thence 
to the Dominion of Canada, and in 1887 to 
California. During this time he corre. 
spended with the plaintiff, but he never 
said anything about the divorce proceedings, 
although atter he brought them and until 
November, 188— he continued to write her 
endearing epistie:. 

The first the plaintiff heard of the divorce 
proceedings was September 14, 1589, and 
then only by rumor. She alleges that she 
never lived at Gunison, Colo., and that 
ever since she learned that La Plerce was 
divorced from her she has démanded of him 
that the proceedings be set aside, which de- 
mand he bas refused. 

Upon the strength of these facts the plain- 
tiff asks that the judgment and decree of 
divorce be adjudged to be fraudulent, null 
and void, and that it be set aside. 

Mr, La Pierce claims that the whole pro- 
ceedings instituted by his wife is merely to 
obtain money from him. He says that his 
first wife is anxious to force him to pay her 
a large sum of money. 

THE PARKINS TRIAL. 

The trial of H. F. Parkins, on a charge of 
receiving stolen goods taken from Southern 
Pacific freight cars, was continued yester- 
day in Department One. All of the testi- 
mony is in and the argument has been 
made. This morning the jury will be in- 
structed, and the matterof the defendant’s 
innocence or guilt will be given them for 
decision. 

Yesterday morning Judge Smith ruled 
out the alleged confession of Parkins, on 
the ground that it was not made volun- 
tarily and without promises. This mate- 
rially weakened the case for the prosecu- 


tion. 

Detective Bowler, J. P. Hilton and Will- 
iam J. Hamilton testified for the peopie. 
This closed the case for the prosecution. 

Lawyer Brooks then moved the court to 
instruct the jury to acquit the defendant, 
The motion was overruied. 

The defense then commenced the intro- 
duction of testimony by placing Detective 
Auble on the stand. 

At the afternoon session of the court, the 
defense commenced the introduction of 
testimony by placing upon the stand Special 
Police Officer Seekaiz. He testified that he 
had found the stolen goods near Parkins’s 
house, but bad never seen Parkins, how- 
ever, until he saw him in the courtroom. 

The next witness piaced on the stand was 
H. F. Parkins. He swore that he was 40 


j years old, and that be had lived here a littie 


over two yearr. He had been married nine- 


‘| teen vears and had seven children, the oldest 


aged 18, He then told his story of the affair 
as follows: 

. “About five months ago, two boys came to 
my saloon, at the Three-mile House. They 
had haifa keg of gin which they wanted to 
seil me. I bought it for $1 and notified 
Bosqui. A couple of mooths afterward 
Murphy and Wilson came to my place and 
said they had alot of stuff they had stolen 
from the railréad cars. 1 asked them where 
it was, and told them to bring it- up 
to my house. ‘They did s0, and 
1 gave them some money. They did not 
bring allof the stuff until three or four 
days after this. I gave them a dollar. 
They went away, and a couple of days after 
this [ saw them again.” Parkins then told 
a detailed story of bis dealings with Mur- 
phy and Wilsonin relation to the goods. 
He claimed that to Detective Bosqui ke had 
given information concerning these men. 
He also told of his relations with Detectives 
Auble and Bowler, in an endeavor to run 
down Murphy and Wilson. He told also 
how he had been detailed as a deputy sher- 
iff to assist in the capture, and how, after- 
ward, he bad been arrested and jaiied. Af- 
ter his arrest, and up to the time he was 
lodged in jail, he swore that the Sheriff and 
his deputy had plied him with whiskey 
very liberaily. . 

Assistant District Attorney McComas 
cross-examined Parkins very closely as to 
his drinking with the Sheriff and his dep- 
uty after bis arrest. 

Datective Bosqui took the stand and cor- 
roborated, in a measure, the testimony of 
Parkins. 

William Crumb and Mary Parkins were 
sworn, and this closed the testimony forthe 
defense. 

The caee was argued by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney McComas for the people, and 
by Mr. Brooks for the defendant. This 
closed the argument. 

The jury will be instructed this morning. 

yA RIDICULOUS PROCEEDING. 

Justice C. E. Pitman of Lobg Beach has a 
very su.nmary way of dealing with parties 
who appear in his court charged with crime. 
Recently C. E. Wilson, a livery stable 
keeper in this city, was arrested on a charge 
of obtaining $2.50 under false pretenses and 
taken before the Long Beach justice for ex- 
amination. He had obtained $2.50 froma 
party for services asa veterinary surgeon, 
and as the horse he had doctored did pot 
get well, the man promptly had him ar- 
rested for obtaining the money under false 
representations. 

ut instead of according Mr. Wilson the 
usual preliminary examination, Justice 
Pittman proceeded to impantel ajury and 
try thecase. Thejurv found bim guilty 
and he was “sentto the County Jail for 
further trial in the Superior Court.” 

The commitment ion the case read: 
“Whereas, C. E. Wilson having been duly 
tried by ajuryand found guilty, a judg- 
ment was rendered that he be imprisoned 
in the County Jail for trialin the Superior 
Court.” 

As soon as the constable brought Wilson 
to the city his release was secured on a 
writ of habeas corpus issued by Judge Me- 
Kinley. He was released on his own re- 
cognizance to appear Friday, when the case 
wiil be farther heard. .

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FIXING THE FACTS. 


Second Day of Rev. J. W. 
Ellis’s Trial. 


SOME DAMAGING 


EVIDENCE, 


Misappropriation of the Church 
Funds Clearly Proven—The Testi- 
mony of Treasurer Frazer— 
Charges of Falsehooa, 


The result of the second day’s testimony 
in the trial of Rev. John W. Ellis before 
the San Francisco presbytery, is anythivg 
but encouraging forthe reverend defend- 
ant, and as far as the examination has gone 


~ the appearances are that the prusecution 


has made outa straightcase. The follow- 
ing detailed account is from the Examiner 
of Wednesday: 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 

The ecclesiastical courtinto which the 
bytery of San Francisco bas resolved 
tself to try Rey. Dr. John W. Ellis, pastor 
of the Central Presbyterian church, on 
charge of misappropriating church funds 
intrusted to him, deception and falsehood, 

convened again yesterday morning. 

The accused divine entered the room 
quietiy aad .greeted several of the presby- 
tery. calmly. ‘Then he took bis accustomed 
seat to the left of the moderator, and sat 
like a bronze statue, cold and impenetrable, 
awaiting the opening of the session. 

He, as usual, was armed with a mass of 
documents and seemed fully prepared to 
make a legal defense. 

Following the order laid down in the Con- 
fession of Faith, or as it is termed at the 
trial “the book,’”’ Moderator Sample first 
charged the presbytery as judge and jury. 
It was discovered that in the absencé of wit- 
nesses the prosecution would be compelied 
to take up anotber charge than that under 
consideration yesterday. 

“I object,” was Dr. Ellis’s prompt inter- 
ruption. “I don’t think it is fair for the 
prosecutor to jump from one charge to 
another. Let us stick to the regular 
order.” 

The judiciatory decided that the prose- 
cution might take up the new charge. The 
defendant sat down and gently stroked 
his thin lron-gray chin whiskers. 

Detective Harper of the regular police 
was called. In accounting for the fact that 
several bills were raised in his statement

presented to the Central Presbyterian 
church of moneys which he claimed to 
have expended, Dr. Eilis had said that his 
papers had been stolen bya thief who en- 
tered the sacred edifice, Mr. Harper testi- 
fied that he secured the papers from the 
thief and retffrned them to Dr. Ellis. The 
latter, on looking them over, said that he 
believed they were all there. 
“I did not say positively that they were; 
did 1?” asked Jor. Ellis, 
“No, sir. I don’t think you examined 
them closely. You were anxious about pa- 
pase concerning some Los Angeles prop- 
erty. 
J. B. Frazer, of the firm of Frazer & 
Keefe, painters, testified that but $750 of the 
original amount due, $1027.50, had been 
paid. ‘The Central Presbyterian church 
still owed $277.5v, 
“Did you ever rendera billto Dr, Ellis, 


gs pastor, for $1058?” asked Dr, Kerr, the 


prosecutor. 

“No, sir,”’ replied the witness, 

The statement submitted by™Dr. Ellis 
shows that he claimed and received $1058 
from the church for the p inting. 

The charge that Dr. EKilis had descended 
to falsebood in having testified in a suit 
brought against him on a note for $100 by 
Thomas Magee, that he had offered the 
money toa short stout dark person in Mr. 
Magee’s oftice and that it had been refused, 
was taken up. 

The two clerks in Mr. Magevw’s office 
were caliedandswore positively that Dr. 
Ellis had never offered either of them the 
money and thata judgment bad been re- 
covered against him. One ofthese gentie- 
men, George Van Dyke, was taken in hand 
by Dr. Eliis. He was a short, stout, florid 
person, with a light brown mustache. To 
prove that he was the man to whom he had 

offered the money Dr. Ellis asked that the 
piano be puiled outintothe middle of the 
room, ‘Tais was done amidst much laugh- 
ter from the judiciatory. Dr. Ellis re- 
mained as co!d as an iceberg, 

He placed Mr. Vin Dyke behind the 
piano, questioned him as to the height of 
the counter in and the general syrroundings 
of ‘Thumas Magee’s office. 

**Now put on your hat, sir,” he said. The 
witness complied. 

‘I ask,” said Dr. Ellis, “if this person 
might not readily be taken fora short, stout, 
dark man in the haif light of an office?’ 

Before leaving the stand the witness tes- 
tiffed thatif.the money bad been offered 

-him by the minister he would have ac- 


cepted it. 

After that a recess was taken. é. 

In the afternoon Hugh Frazer, the ffeas- 
urer of Central Presbyterian churcn, was 
recalled and gave some very damaging tes- 
timony against the accused pastor, who 
listened with an impassive countenance. 
He testified that Dr. Ellis had misappropri- 
ated #593.51 of the church funds, After the 
minister had submitted his statement, 


showing the expenditure of $4371, 
aud it had been approved by the 
board of trustees, the witness bad 
. been notified that a bill had 


been presented by the person who had con- 
tracted for avd supplied the stained glass 
tor the chnreb. Under instructions this 
contractor, T. C. Butterworth, brought io a 
bill of #305.25 and stated that it was a bal- 
ance stilidue forthe work. Dr. Ellis had 
returned the entire bill as paid. When Mr. 
Frazer called this matter to the attention of 
the minister that gentleman seemed worried. 
‘hen Mr. Frazer said that be would pay 
the bill and ecbarge it in the pastor’s per- 
sonal account if he could not meet it. Dr, 
Ellis accepted the proposition, and Mr, 
paid the balance due. 

“Why did you pay that? Were your sus- 
picions not aroused then?” 

“No, not at that particular time. Shortly 
after, though, | began to think there might 
be other biiis that bad not been paid. 
suggested to Prof. Hufschmidt that we 
make an investigation. We did so, and 
found that a balance of $277.50 was still due 
Frazer & Keefe for painting the church, 
$210 to W. W. Montague & Co. for a fur- 
nace, $75 to Gray Bros, for a pew pavement, 
and other smal! bills amounting to $58 50. 

“I was’ fairly astounded to find such a 
condition of affairs,”’ continued Mr. Frazer, 

ettiug red in the face. “1 could not be- 
ive that our pastor was such a man as the 
investigation revealed him to be. Unly a 
short time before he had presented us a 
statement showing everything paid, and 
received a seitiement in fuil, and pow we 
were confronted bythe evidence that he 
owed over $700.” 

The witness informed the trustees of the 
condition of affairs, and Jr. Ellis was 
called before them. He admitted that the 
bills were owing. 

The fact that there were overcharges in 
the statement whica ha bad rendered was 
also calied to his attention. Dr. Ellis 
claimed that this wasa mistake caused by 
the loss of his papers. 

The cross-eXamipzation was taken up by 
Dr, Ellis as quietly as if nothing had been 
develo tie pressed Mr. Frazer very 
hard, but that gentleman’s testimony re- 
mained unsbaken. [t was elicited, however, 
that Dr. Eilis, when confronted with the 
evidence of misappropriation of funds, had 
returned truthful answers to all the ques- 
tions put to him.

An Interesting Suit Com- 
Mgenced Yesterday. 


PECULIAR STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


A Dead Man’s Heirs Seeking to 
Recover Money Which Was 
Given to Strangers—State- 

ment of the Case. : 


Among the documents filed with the 
County Clerk yesterday was a petition by 
D. W. Field, Public Administrator, asking 
for special letters of administration upon 
the estate of Albert P. Wade, who died 
February 17, 1891, leaving personal property, 
cash and securities valued at 5000. 

Bebind this apparently commonplace, 
every day announcement, there Is a very 
interesting story, and in the course of the 
legal’ proceedings instituted yesterday, 
some sensational developments are prom- 
ised. 

In December last Albert P. Wade arrived 
in this city from San Francisco, and on the 
20th of that month took rooms at the 
Orland, a lodging house on Third 
street, just west of Broadway. When Wade 
arrived in Los Angeles he was supposed to 
have about $6000,/as he drew €5590 in cash 
from Wells-Fargo jnst before leaving for 


and spent the greater part of his time about 
his lodging-house, and soon got to be on 

ood terms with several of the other lodgers. 

nthe course of his conversations he on 
several occasions got to be quite ¢confiden- 
tial, and told a great deal about his private 
family affairs. He made serious charges 
against his wife, saying that he was living 
apart from her, aud that his children bad 
not treated him right, and for this reason he 
did not wish to have avything to do with 
them, and preferred to scast bis lot with 
strangers. 

As the weeks rolled by Wade continued 
to grow worse, and finally took to his bed. 
He was a member of the Masonic fra- 
ternity, and as he was abundantly sup- 
plied with money, he every 
attention that could be secured. He took 
his condition very philosophically, called 
in several members of the fraternity of 
which he was a member, got bis affairs in 
order, disposed ot what he had, and died at 
the Oriand on the 17th or 18th of February 
last, refusing up to tie last moment tu 
allow any ove to communicate his condi- 
tion to his wife and children, saying that 
he did not want to see them, and as they 
had not treated him right, he did not want 
them to have any of bis property. Wade 
was buried the day following his death, un- 
der the auspices of the Masonic fraternity, 


a tombstowe was erected over his grave and |. 


nothing more was thought of the matter. 

ln the course of time, however, as 
no will was offered for probate, and 
the Public Administrator was not no- 
tified, it began to be whispered about that 
everything was not right, and that it was a 
case that should be investigated. It was 
said that Wade had at least $5000 in money, 
a handsome gold watch and chain, otber ar- 
ticles of jewelry, and an extensive ward- 
robe, and that his effects should be looked 
after for the benefit of his family. Stories 
of this kind never lose anything in the 
telling, and the present instance was no ex- 
ception to the rule. ‘lt was said that Wade 
had his money on deposit in various bauks, 
and that previous to his death be gave a 
large sum to a church, that a well-known 


goid watch and chain was given to one of 
his attending physicians, that his landiady 
was remembered to the extent of $500, be- 


sides other smaller bequests. ln other 
words, that after previding for his 
funeral expenses, etc.. Wade had given 


away everything he posse to strang 
making no provision whatever for his fam- 
ily. In the course of time the widow of the 
dead man was notified of his death, and she 
began writing to find out the particulars 
and to ascertain what had become of the 
money which she knew he must have had. 
This correspondence lasted a short time 
only, but the investigation set on foot at, 
this end of the line developed the fact that 
Wade had money on deposit at one or two 
of the banks, that there was nothing of 
record to show the final destination of this 
money, as uo will had been filed and‘no 
probate proceedings instituted, although it 
was said that the money had n dis- 
tributed by Wade prior to his death, and 
that was all there was of it. 

This was the status of the case when Mrs. 
Wade appeared in this city last Tuesday 
and registered at the Hollenbeck. The 
lady lost no time, but at once instituted 
a personal investigation on her own 
account. She first called at the Orland, 
where she had an interview with the pro- 
prietress, Mrs. Whipple. From all accounts, 
the interview was a lively one, if not satis- 
factory tothe parties interested, and after 
ascertaining what she couid about her hus- 
band’s last sickness and death, Mrs. Wade 
left the house. The next day Mra. Wade 
called on one or two gentiemen to whom 
she had been recommended, and, after hear- 
ing her story, they escorted her to the office 
of the Public Administrator, Mr. Field, 
before whom she laid ali the facts in the 
case. The result was an appointment yes- 
terday morning, when tbe preliminaries 
were arranged, and Mr. Field filed bis peti- 
tion for special letters of administration, as 


above stated. 

As the piso Sages Bank had been men- 
tioned as one in which Ward had money, 
stated to be $2000 or $3000, a Times reporter 
called on Judge R. M. Widney, president of 
that institution, at hie office, to see what 
that gentleman knew about the case. The 
Judge did not at first recollect the matter, 
but when his memory was refreshed, he re- 
called the incident. He denied that §3000 
or any other sum of money belonging to 
Wade was ever deposited in his bank. He 
said he knew of the case only through the 
dead wan’s physician, and from one cali 
made on him as an attorney by Mr, Wade 
before his death, This* professional cal! 
was for the purpose of learning how be 
could dispose of his property by donation 
in such a way that it would not have to go 
through the Probate Court, as he wished to 
leave it to charitabie institutions and 
the Masopic and Odd Fellows’ societies so 
that his heirs could not getit. Just before 
his death he drew checks in favor of the 
institutions he wished to leave it to, and 
that is all the Judze knew about the mat- 


r. 

He had heard, however, that a short time 
before Mr. Wade came to this city he lived 
in San Francisco with his .family. He was 
quite wealthy, and when he saw that he 
could not live but asborttime he deeded all 
his property, except about $6000, to his fam- 
ily. ‘They were led to believe that the in- 
valid had deeded everything to them, «nd 
as soon as the instruments were duly exe- 
cuted aud the property in the possession of 
his family, bis daughter said to him: 

“Now, p ipa, you are to be an invalid the 
rest of your life, and as it will be impossible 
for us to take care of you, you had better go 
to a hospitai,.”’ 

The old man said nothing, but packed up 
and came to Los Angeles. . 

His family did notlearn that he bad de- 
ceived them regarding his property until 
after his death, and now they are anxious 
to get hold of it. -‘This is the story as Judge 
Widney heard it, but he says he never 
talked to Wade on the subject. 

A Times reporter also called on Mrs, 
Whuippie, the. proprietress of the Orland 
ahd trom ber laerned that Wade had died 
at her house on the 18tb of February, she 
baving made an entry in herdiary to that 
eftect. The lady was positive that he did 
not die on tbe 17th. She detailed at some 
length the ,circumstances connected with 
Wade’s lastilinessand déath, saying that 
the Masons had taken charge of the funeral, 
and she had turned over his trunk to two 
gentiemen of that order. Mrs. Whipple 
said that Mr. Wade had told her a good deal 
about bis family affairs, and had aiso talked 
with her about money matters, She said 
tbat she had met Mrs. Wade and had quite 
a conversation with that lady, but declined 
to say what it was about In re- 
gard to her knowledge of Mr. Wade's 
financial affairs she would tell what she 
knew at the proper time, and tothe proper 
persons, The lady said that there was 
nothing that she cared to conceal, and 
whenever the proper time arrived, she 
would talk freely.

that her busband was not in his right.mind

POMOLUGICAL SOCIETY. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Steps Taken fcr the Incorporation 
of the Organization — The 
Orange Exhibit for 
the Fair. 


The Pomological Society of Southern 
California is evidently in the field for busi- 
ness. An adjourned meeting was beld yes- 
terday afternoon in the rooms of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, preceded by a meeting 
of the commitiee of eight members from 
the different localities, to prepare the neces- 
sary articles of incorporation of the s0- 
ciety. It was decided that the name of the 
corporation shall be The Pomological So- 
ciety of Southern California, Sand that the 
purposes for which it is formed are to en- 
courage the culture of all kinds of fruits 
to which the climate and soil of Southern 
Balifornia are adapted; the destruction of 
fruit pests, and forthe bolding of agricul- 
tural fairs. 1t was further decided that the 
place where the yrincipal business of said 
corporation is to be transacied shall 
be the city ef Los Angeles, and that the 
term for which it is to exist be fifty 

ears. The incorporatora are ‘thomas A. 

yarey, Garey, Sauta Barbara county, Cal. : 
Hiram Hawilton of Orange, A. C. ‘lhomp- 
son of Pasadena, ). Edson Smith of Santa 
Ana, N. C. Hudson of South Riverside, 
Frank A. Kimball of National City, O. P. 
Chubb of San Sernardino, H. W. Krucke- 
berg of Los Angeles and A. C. Fish of Riv- 
erside. ‘There were chosen eleyen direc- 
tors, including in addition to the names of 
the incorporators, those of N. W. Blanchard 
of Sapta Paula, Ventura county, and 
Somers of Ei Cajon, San Diego county. 

After some discussion concerning the re- 
vision of the constitution and by-laws, in 
accordance with the articles of incorpora- 
tion, the principal topic of discussion was 
the display of Southern California horti- 
culture at the World’s Fair in 1893. 

Mesérs. Thompson and Ilamil- 
ton were appointed a committee of three to 
consult with Com:nissioner L. J. Koge in re- 
gard to the disbursement of the State ap- 
propriation for tue World’s Fair. 

The committee baving in charge the 
growing of beth fruit and ornamenta! 
treés to be used for planting a grove of cit- 
rus trees at the fair, reported that the zrow- 
ers of each county supply a certain number 
of trees, from which 6 committee will 
make selections in the Sets of 1893. It 
was agreed that San Bernardino county fur- 
nish 75; Sap Diego county, 50; Los An- 
geles county, 79; Urange county, 30; Santa 
Barbara county, 25; Ventura county, 25; 
and it was further recommended that in ad- 
dition to this numver one-fifth of the sev- 
eral numvers of trees be of an cornamenta! 
character, with wuich to surround and em- 
beliish the grove. Each memberof the com- 
mittee is expected to take immediate steps 
to startthese trees growing inthe proper 
shape for transportation in 1894, I[t was 
further unanimous!y decided that this éx- 
hibit go festh as atypical horticultural dis- 
play of the semi-tropical fruits and vegeta- 


— 


Southern Ca)fforuis, and that it be recog- 
as the dispiay of the Pomological! So- 
ciety. 

‘Touching methods of planting and cuiti- 
vation there was considerabie discussion, 
but the concensus Of opinion was that the 
better plan would be tostart the trees in 
large boxes, say from two anda half to 
four feet square, and possibly from eighteen 
inches to three feet and over deep: these 
boxes to be intersected by smalier boxes, so 
that as the iatera! feeders or fibrous roots of 
the plant filled the inper box it could be re- 
moved, more s0\| added, and when the 
fibres had again filledthe outer box. this 
could again be removed, soil again substi- 
tuted, until ready for shipment. In re- 
moving the inner 0°xes it was thought that 
in,gome cases the fibrous roots would have 
to be cut, but this would in no way injure 
the trees, as any root clipped would vatu- 
rally send forth a Dumber of new lateral 
feeders. Inthis way the trees, with possi- 
bly the addition of a little commercia! fer- 
tilizer, would find ample scope for growth, 
and its removal would in no way check its 
development. 

It was further agitated and discussed 
that in the future, exhibitions of fruits pbeld 
by reason of securing appropriations from 
the State, be under the auspices of the Po- 
mological Society. This matter will un- 
doubtediy come up for final consideration 
at some future meeting. 

There being no further business, the 
meeting was adjourned. subject to the cal! 
of the president «1 notification by the secre- 
tary that the incorporation papers had been

Five years from now the 
orange business will tax the transpor- 
tation facilities of the railroads to the 
utmost, and give plenty of freight be- 
sides to the third transcontinental line, 
which will then, in all probability, be 
in existence.

The emigration that 
kind is from the lowest dreg the 
eihpire ana the Austrian government 
is the most aristocratic in Europe, even 
the electors beiug of a substantial and 
superior class. No official information 
has been given on the subject, but it 
was stated on well-informed authority

quiry into the matter. 


| THE UNITED STATES COULD DE- 


FEND ITSELF, 


Gen. O. O. Howard is not among 
those who take a pessimistic view of 
the power of the United States to cope 
with a foreignfoe. When interviewed 
recently in New York, he said that, 
should such a struggle come, it would 
be mainly a question of navies and the 
best procurable defense of our seaboard 
towns and cities. For many years the 
thinking men. of our army and navy 
have been studying the subject of a 
possibie attack from a foreign enemy. 
They have thought of England, Spain, 
Chiliand China. At one time or an- 
other each of these nations has had 
with us a controversy involving inter- 
national law, with international rights 
and obligations. Italy hasalso been con- 
sidered. Her armanent has been very 
fully ascertained, and her sea-going 
vessels and men-of-war have been set 
down in the books. While it is ad- 
mitted that she hasa fine navy, her 
largest ironclads are considered rather 
unwieldy. The opinion is growing 
that cannon of the largest size and 
most enormous weight on shipboard 
are by no means the best for naval 
warfare. In case of war, our navy 
would not remain on the defensive. 
The home defense would be left sub- 
stantially to torpedo boats, floating 
batteries, modern mortar batteries and 
permanent works. 

The recent naval conflict in Chili 
taught some valuable lessons. It 
showed that seacoast batteries are far 
superior to the bes’ ironclads Chili 
has—and she has some very good 
ones. Ly the fire of the former, the 
ironclads* were. speedily disabied and 
driven beyond range. - It is-evident 
that if iron and steel can be used to 
clad aship so that the largest pro- 


jectiles from the most powerful 
guns cannot penetrate and de- 
stroy it, the forts can be clad 


with iron and steel with more ease and 
more thoroughness, because the weight 
of metal is not involved. 

Gen. Howard has a very high opinion 
of the energy of our peopie.. He says: 

Judging by results, it is evident that we 
have a people superior in what the French, 
during the revolution, called energy, to any 
other people. the war the concen- 
trated energy of the North, or rather of the 
Government, was against the concentrated 
energy of the South. Now, these two forces 
have come together,and theresult isnot easily 
estimated. When Robert Lee had our vic- 
torious troops in his frontat Williamsport, 
his engineers built a bridge of boats from 
pianks and boardsin a day;a bridge that 
carried over the main portion of his army 
and ianded it in safety on the other shore. 
ln our march to Knoxville, Sherman and 
his lieutenants bridged rivers in a night by 
using a portion of their commands, so that 
there was no considerable halt in the move- 
ment. Railroads which had been tbor- 
oughly destroyed, culverts burned and irons 
twisted, were so quickly replaced that the 
trains hardly stopped running for a single 


ay. 

Apparently we have little artillery, but 
we have the men with tbe ability, the 
brains and the muscle out of which artil- 
lery will quickly spring.

PRACTICAL CIVIL SERVICE RE- 
FORM. 


That was a clear cut,patriotic speech 
of Secretary Tracy’s at the dinner of 
the Massachusetts Republican Ciub 
on Wednesday, in which he detailea 
the system of reform which he pro- 
poses to adopt in navy-yard appoint- 
ments. Hete are the rules: 


First—The appointment at each yard of a 
registration board, to register ali applicants 
loremployment in the department of un- 
*Kliied labor, to be selected as required on 
ihe principle that first come first served, 
with preference only to army aud navy vet- 
eraus, or men having families to support, 

Second— The registration of ail applicants 
for positions of skilled labor, under the 
saine rui¢.of preierence and employment, 
OD tria!, according to merits, ; 

Thirda—The selection of foremen. upon 
competitive examination. The examining 
board will consist of officers of the navy 
eugaged in conducting tue work of the 
yar 


Mr. Tracy declared that, having be- 
gun in this way, he does not propose to 


stop until the principle of efficiency is 
the only test of navy-yard employment. 
Machine politics must go. Hitherto, 
he says, mechanics and workmen ih 
Government shops haye not.only had 
to be Republicans or Democrats, as the 
case may be, but to wear the collar of 
the ward bosses, who run the local po- 
litical machire. 

It will be well if other departments 
follow the excellent example of Secre- 
tary Tracy. The Republican party will 
be thus purified and strengthened. 


A MINIATURE REPUBLIC, 


A Now York dispatch announces 
that a company is quiety being formed 
to take possession of the Serrana banks, 
a group of eight islands about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles east of 
Honduras and 325 miles south of the 
island of Jamaica. Many years ago 
they fell under the protection of the 
United States, which in turn conveyed 
them to a man now residing in Boston. 
He was indifferent about his tropical 
possessions, making no effort to realize 
from bis ihvestment. Some time ago Dr. 
Valdemar Alistrom, formerly a Chi- 
cago journalist, afterward a railroad 
man and explorer, and now largely in- 
terested in the development of Hon- 
duras, visited the Serrana banks and 
there found on some of them immense 
deposits of guano, the accumulation 
of centuries; rare woods, such as ebony 
and mahogany; dyestuffs and other 
marketable commodities in vast quan- 
tities. 

It is proposed to establish a model 
republic, founded on the Swiss model 
of cantons, to be called the Republic 
of Serrana. During the first tew 
months, the American flag will proba- 
bly be hoisted. 


ITALY will soon have enough to do 
at home, without seeking foreign quar- 
rels. The Socialists are organizing 
throughout that country for a big 
demonstration on the lst of May.

Immigration for California. 
{San Francisco ; 

‘*A Minneapolis man who advertises 
California reai estate for sale, but says 
in his advertisement that no one with 
less than $2000 need apply, has, in my 
judgment, got hold of the right idea 
about California immigration,” 
marked Land Agent W.H. Mills ofthe 
Central Pacific, speaking of  land- 
selling matters. ‘‘People ought to be- 
gin to realize we do not want in Cal- 
ifornia the same class of immigrants 
that is drawn to other western States. 
We cannot advocate the advantages of 
California for general farming; we 
svon will not have the land to spare for 

eneral farming; We Want specialists. 
The man who comes bere wants $2000 
at least, not to buy land only, for he 
can get land cheap enough, butto put 
on the land after he gets it. There is 
a steady inquiry for California lands, 
During March we sold $49,000 worth of 
land, more than for mauy months be- 
fore. it was chiefly foothill land, lying 
west of the Oregon route road, be- 
tween Roseville and Redding.”’ 

One of the attachés of ‘California 
on Wheels” on its recent eastern tour 
has ascheme, suggested by talks with 
eastern people who want to come to 
California, but hesitate because of the 
expenses involved. He says is sat- 
istied, judging from letters is now 
receiving constantly, that any number 
of Middle State folks are planning to 
come this way, aud need only alittle 
encouragement to come very soon. A 
Pittsfield, Mass., man wrote to that 
effect only afew weeks since. ‘The 
scheme is for agents, or owners of 
large tracts of California land—colony 
tracts—to advertise that every bona 
fide purchaser and settler will have 
the cost of his overland railroad tick- 
ets deducted from the final payment 
he is to make on the land. t this 
favor apply, also, to all members of a 
settler’s family. It would be a draw- 
ing argument and a method that the

MANKIND MENACED. 


Many Millions of Microscopic 
Murderers. 


A PHYSICIAN'S FOREBODINGS. 


Augmenting Annual Appearance of 
Aerial Animalculae of Amazing _ 
Activity—Absence of an 
Adequate Antidote. 


Every day the long list of deaths 
from la grippe seems to increase 
says the Chicago Globe. Many 
people are leaving the North to 
seck refuge from its ravages in warmer 
climes, and among those who are not 


ing deep and widespread. The worst 
of the disease is that it seems to have 
come for good, and promises to [1 
crease year by year, until eventually it 
will depopulate the entire earth. At 
least that is the direction in which 
matters are tending. 

“*La grippe,’ the most destructive 
and wide-spread -plague of modem 
times, is caused by a microbe of great 
— and vitality.” So Dr. W. P. 

helon of this city declares. 

“And further,” continued the 
speaker, ‘‘these mitrobes are on the in- 
crease, and returning annually in in- 
numerable swarms, will, unless ab- 
ruptly checked, prove a scourage more 
terrible in its ravages, more extensive 
in its swath of destruction than any 
plague or pestilence ever recorded in 
this world’s history,” 

Dr. W. P. Phelon, who has made 
this alarming announcement, was, 
twenty years ago, prominent both asa 

hysician and scientist, but bas fora 
ong time devoted himseif more to 
quiet study than to the practice of his 
profession. His discovery of the new 
microbe and its properties can best be 
told in his own words. 

‘*You are doubtless aware,” said the 
do¢tor yesterday, **that when la grippe 
was herd last spring, scientists decided 
thatits origin was to due to a microbe 
or bacillus somewhat similar in species 
te the consumption microbe, at present 
so prominent in the experiments with 
Dr. Koch’s lymph. During the ensu- 
ing six months 1 devoted considerable 


the new bacillus, and have, I think, 
some rather alarming discov- 
eries. 

“In the first place the new microbe 
is possessed of amazing vitality, and 
great reproductive powers. It is al- 
most invulnerable to the changes 
of weather—heat or cold  hav- 
ing little effect upon its vigor. 
I tested the vitality of the mi- 
crobes by mumerous severe or- 
deals, and found that they can endure 
extremes of temperature which quickly 
kill the consumption microbes and an- 
nihilate diptheria parasites. Drifting 
through the air, these pests naturally 
concentrate in such aclimate as that 
of Chicago—at least, such a'climate as 
has existed here for the past few 
years. They invade the blood, and 
even the tissues of the victim, and are 
generated anew within his body. 
Every respiration of the influenza vic- 
tim releases new thousands of these 
bacilli to mingie with the myriads 
already in the air, until; in time~the 
number will became roverwhelming. 
Practically indestructible, endowed 
with long life, and with numbers in- 
creasing every second, the microbe of 
la grippe is indeed a terrible menace 
to the health of the whole world. 

“I do not think that any scientist has 
carefully and accurately described 
this bacillus. It is, in size, much su- 
perior to the consumption pest and of 
colors varying according to the phys- 
ical condition of its most recent victim. 
lt is very active and seems in a state 
of perpeiual uurest and excitement. 


‘**My theory concerning this microbe at least wy 


will be, I think, supported by scientists 
everywhere. Las: year its ravages 
were extensive and murderous. Al- 
ready this spring the pest has stricken 
down almost as many victimsin a few 
weeks as during all last year. Before 
the disease disappears the death list 
will be far longer than that of 1890, 
and I predict that the loss of life in 
1892 will be greater still. It i 
otherwise. ‘he bacilli came fim pill- 
ions last year; this time their number 
is greatly increased, amd so it will con- 
tinue, until, unless suddenly checked, 
the plague will strike down its vic- 
tims, pot in svattered cases, but 
in millions. It will become a universal 
dread—a terror more feared than 
smallpox or choiera—tmore feared than 
any other disease, because it will be 
irresistable in its widespread sweep of 
destruction. With eachspring will come 
the ever-increasing cloudsof bacilli; 
with each spring the death list will 
grow louger, until, at last, the death 
rate will actually exceed the percen- 
tage of births, and population will 
commence to decrease in a geomet- 
rical progression. I cannot think of 
any certain preventative for this 
threagened scourge. Possibly medi- 
cated air, forced into the lungs, would 
check the progress of the microbe in 
particular cases—but even that air 
will, in the future, become surcharged 
with the deadly baciili. 

‘So far, this method of treatment 
has proved fairly effective, but it can 
hardiy avail in future years against 
the countless millions of parasites, It 
js avery gloomy prospect, to say the 
yeast.”

Oranges at Auction. 

Los ANGELES, April 9.—[To the 
Editor of Tur Times.] 1 am able to 
give the actual results ef the sale of 
twenty-five carloads of oranges at 
Minneapolis this Season, as sold by the 
California Auction Company. The 
twenty-five cars netted better resuits 
than the f.o. b. prices in California 
ruling at the time these goods were 
shipped. This is actually demon- 
strated by the catulogues of prices 
realized, which can be verified by any 
one applying to me for copies of cata- 
logues. 

The cost of selling at auction is less 
than through a broker, and if the use 
of money is any of moment, or of any 
value, it should be taken into consider- 
ation that sales by auction are cash, 
account sales are sent the day of 
sale. 

The ‘broker’ speaks very slight- 
ing of the green fruit business (read 
his letter). This branch of the fruit 
trade amounted to 3400 carloads last 
year. It has assumed these propor- 
tiens because of the minimum of loss 
attached to the business when sold at 
auction. 

Who instituted the fruit auction in 
Chicago? Not the “brokers,” but 
rather the same successful packer who, 
in spite of opposition, is giving sup- 
port to California in Minneapolis.

The chief point, after 
all, in support of the auction method is 
the fact that the buyers are concen- 
trated in one room, and all made to 
compete with each other; thus the 
true tribunal of prices is established. 

As for poor oranges, they sell for 
more money at auction than on com- 
mission, and the best goods bring bet- 
ter prices as well. Let the results tell 
their own story. The auction method 
will stand.

Illogical Position of the Greenback 
Advocates.

Farmers’ Aliiance leaders are said

Senator from Illinois, as to his position 
on the settlement of debts due the 
United States by the Pacific railroads. 
It seems singuiar that, at the same 
time, Senator Stanford’s land scheme 
(which is evidently a part of the 
scheme to extend. balf a century, or a 
century, the time for paying these 
debts,) should receive the support of 
some Alliance men, including one or 
more of tbe orgavizers of this 
State. In 1873, aiter the Credit 
Mobiler exposures, the Government 
began a suit in Connecticut to re- 
cover some of the moneys improper! 
taken from the treasuries of the com- 
panies for the purpose of bribing Con- 
gressmen, etc.; but Justice Hupt de- 
clared that the Government could not 
be recognized, because the debt was 
not due; and according to a decision of 
the Supreme Court on the question of 
interest, neither principal nor interest 
is due from these subsidized compan- 
ies until 1894, and subsequently. It is 
stated that there will then and soon 
afterward be an opportunity for the 
Government to demand the return of 
$60,000,000, now by Stanford, 
Huntington, Dillon and _ other 
Pacific railroad magnates. This, 
we presume, is independent of 
the debts due by the corpora- 
tion as sucb, which are several times 
greater. From tbis standpoint, the 
strenuous efforts made by Stanford 
and all hislocal small fry to create 
public opinion, through the “labor’’ 
and greenback prees and otherwise, in 


enable these magnates to draw sev- 
eral bundred millions of dollars as 
loans on these immense grants, cau be 
readily understood. 

It will, however, not be edsv for the 
greenback advocates of the Loan Bill 
to explain how it is that, while for

HEAVY GUNS. 


How the Fortifications Appropria- 
tion Will be Used. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Ordnance officers at 
the War Department have been varn- 
estly at work for weeks past preparing 
to give effect tosome of the more im- 
-portant provisions of the fortification 
appropriation act which will go into 
operation after June 30. Toavoid loss 
of time most of the adyertisements for 
proposals to supply material have been 
pfepared and will be issued in advance 
of the beginning of the new fiscal 
year. Those ready for issue are as fol- 
lows:. For twenty-five sets of forgings 
for steel field guns of 36-inch calibre; 
sixteen sets for steel field mortars ot 
36-inch calibre, and sixteen steel car- 
riages for the same; steel forgings for 
large 8, 10 and 12-inch rifled coast-de- 
fense guns; 8,10 and 12-inch armor- 
piercing projectiles. For the large 
coast-defense guns above referred to, 
Congress appropriated $800,000 for the 
procurement of the necessary forgings, 
and the material will be assembled at 
the Watervliet factory and the finished 
guns turned out. oe 
The thirty-six inch mortars mark a 


rations. ‘They are intended to replace 
the small Cohorns which are used in 
trenches for shelling an enemy be- 
hind earthworks or like defenses and 
out of the direct fire of field guns. 
Their range is nearly three times as 
great as the Cohorn smooth-bore mor- 
tars. The projectile is more than twice 
as great and great accuracy of fire is 
obtainable. ‘he weight of the piece is 
about five hundred and twenty-five 
pounds, so it can be easily transported 
in a wagon or moved about by men in 
trenches. 

The armor-piercing projectiles are to 
be manufactured by adomestic concern, 
but upon specifications that will secure 
the use of some one of the modern 
European patented processes. For 
their procurement an appropriation of 
$100,000 will be available.

OLSEN TURNED PALE. 


SENSATIONAL TESTIMONY AT 
THE TRIAL. 


Damaging Evidence as to the Iden= 
tity of the Defendant’s 
Tracks and Those of 
the Murderer.

MeERcED, April 9.—|By the Asso- 

ciated Press.] The Olsen case still 
continues in the Superior Court. 
Olsen sits among his numerous coun- 
sel day after day, smiling occasionally 
when some point is made in his favor.

Dr. Cassidy testified today that his 
opinion was that the wounds on Ivett’s 
head could not have been made witha 
hammer. 

Dr. E. 8, O’Brien, the Coroner, testi- 
fied as to the autopsy, and said search 
of the place for the weapon which had 
done the deed was made. He was 
shown the hammer and stated that 
such an instrument could have in- 
flicted such wounds as were on Ivett’s 
head, any one of which was sufficient 
to cause death. Dr. O’Brien further

writing. 

The letter was then produced and 
placed in evidence. It is addressed 
‘Dear Wife,” and told about things 


work, hands, etc., and its contents 
went to show the most friendly ‘rela- 
tions existing between the couple. 
After the letter had been read to the 
jury, the witness said he had examined 
the tracks, supposed to be made by 
the murderer’s horse, and compared 
them witb tracks of Olsen’s horse. In 
his opinion they were identical. He 
found Ojsen’s tracks marked with 
blood. When he showed them to Ol- 
sen the latter turned tirst white and 
then red and trembled like a man with 
the palsy. He examined the horse’s 
hoots. His opinion was that the shoes 
bad been lately removed, as be noticed 
marks as if pincers had been used. 
Olsen’s testimony given at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest wae then introduced un- 
der exception from the defense, 
Henderson was placed on-the stand 
and said be had traced the horse- 
tracks for several miles. He gave a 
description of them which tallied with 
that of the previous witness. 

The bloody ciothes and shoes are 
still in the possession of the Sheriff,

Vigorous ‘Resolutions Adopted by the 
New York Union League. 


An Appeal to the Governments of the 
Various States. 


The New Orleans Lynching Is 
Called Murder, but the Evil 
That Caused it Must 


Be Remedied. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Committee on Po- 
litical Reform of the Union League 
Club tonight submitted a long docu- 
ment on the recent killing in New Or- 
leans, which was adopted. It consid- 
ers the matter briefly from a judicial 
standpoint, saying that while it is 
highly probable there was akind of rude 
justice meted out to the victims, it 
was under a government of law 
and order nothing but murder. The 
event cannot be viewed without grave 
apprehension. Such examples are con- 
tagious and no one can teil where the 
next mob will undertake to correct 
failures that are supposed to occur in 
the administration of law, nor how 
how. many such assaults our system of 
government will endure. 

Attention is then given to the immi- 
gration question, and the document 
says: ‘*‘Wehave always boasted that this 
land is an asylum for the oppressed of 
all nations. For many years we have 
been the asylum of criminals and pau- 
pers of all nations. We have taken in 
such a flood of ignorance, pauperism 
andcrime,and clothed itwith full pan- 
oply of citizenship, that Americanism 
is being diluted and assailed in a way 
truly alarming. All the better ele- 
ments of the country are overtaxed in 
dealing with this flood. The time is 
propitious to agitate these questions 
before it is too late and to see if some- 
thing cannot be done to save our coun- 
try and institutions from the peril that 
menaces them. 

“If the present laws are not sufficient 
others should be framed. To postpone 
or flinch from meeting this issue is 
perilous and cowardly. The doctrine 
contended for is not applicable to any 
one nationality but to all.’’ 

Resolutions were adopted calling 
upon the governments of the several 
States to use all lawful means .to 
prevent the importation of triminals 
and paupers; demanding that courts 
be rigid in administering the laws of 
naturalization, aud calling upou the 
press and public to agitate and discuss 
the subject of the importation of crim- 
inals and paupers. .

The odor of snakes is one of the most 
sickening imaginable, as a party of reptile 
slayers at Duncan’s station, Kaa., learned 
the other day.

What is Promised to Summer Visit- 
ors—The Fishing. 

AVALON (Catalina Island), April 5.— 
[Correspondence of THE Times.] I 
would like to say afew words to the 
outside world about Avalon and Cat- 
alina Island. The season for pleasure- 
seeking and sight-seeing is fast ap- 
proaching, and people are beginning 
to cast about to determine where they 
shall go to enjoy themselves best dur- 
ing the little vacation they may have 


this season. 

There is not a spot in the habitable 
world where you can epjoy more and 
spend less than here. We have the 
finest beach for fishing, rowing and 


bathing that can be found on 
the Pacific Coast. Little chil- 
dren can go out alone in a 


skiff for a mile or more with 
perfect safety, and persons enjoying a 
swim can go out just as far as their 
inclination leads them and no breakers 
to interfere with them, and to those 
wanting to fish there is no other place 
like it. It would astonish the unin- 
itiated to see what quantities of fish 
are taken here on this beach almost 
every day. I don’t think would ex- 
aggerate if I sbould say the daily catch 
here just now will average ten tons, 
while some days itis much larger. It 
is common totake from one to three 
tons at asingle baul, and the seines 
are almost incessantiy at work. San 
Pedro gives the market for all the fish 
they can take and at figures that pay 
the fisherman well. Sardines bring 
1 cent per pound, smelt 4, _ rock- 
bass 44, halibut 32 and so on for the 
different varieties. So far our fish 
here cost us nothing. We have 
a very liberal setof fishermen and they 
give us all the fish we want, aud we 
get them alive and a kicking just as 
they come out of the water. ‘The ac- 
commodations for visitors this season 
will be first-class. None need stay 
away. Thoy can ali be made comfort- 
able while here. All the hotels and 
boarding-houses will be under efficient 
management. Capt. Condit, com- 
mander of the sloop Hattie, will soon 
begin to make three regular trips per 
week. ‘There never was a finer tripon 
the water than the sail from San Pedro 
here. Afteratime the Hermosa will 
begin running ber regular trips. I un- 
derstand work will soon begin ou our 
wharf. B. F.

Of the ports on the 
Pacific coast Magatlan is the most im- 
portant, having a population of 14,690, 
and being the distributing point for the 
greater parts of the state of Sinaloa.

The custom house returns show a con- 
stantly better development, especially 
on the frontier line between the United 
States and Mexico.—Moxico Moderno.
